The Guardian:. The Disarmament 
Conference will convene in Washing¬ 
ton on November 11, and it has been 
suggested that it would be wise plan 
to- make Sunday, November 6, a day 
of special prayer and pleading for 
world-wide peace. There was a feel¬ 
ing before thf war that this continent 
was so self-contained and so isolated 
from European problems, $hat gny 
European conflagration would not in¬ 
volve It. But this was a mistake, and 
now we find that of th* United states 
federal expenditures for 1921, 65j.g per 
cent Is due to the World War, 18.3 
per cent is needed to carry the pre¬ 
sent war establishment, and 7 per cent 
is needed to pay the hill for past 
wars. This means that no less than 
77.6 cents of every dollar of federal 
expenditure must be charged up 
against war and its preparations. And 
this does not take into account the 
fact that the United States has ad¬ 
vanced a good many billions of dol¬ 
lars to Europe, thei repayment of 
which Is by no means certain. And 
now for every- part of the United 
States we are told that the president 
is being urged to see that disarma¬ 
ment becomes a reality. The con¬ 
ference, however, is not primarily 
called to discuss disarmament but 
simply limitation of armaments, and 
it is doubtful if it will get beyond 
this. There are still “wars and rumors 
of wars,” and the international hori 
zon is yet all too threatening to en¬ 
courage the nations wholly to dis¬ 
continue their warlike preparations. 
And yet there is reason to hope that 
the conference will succeed in taking 
a long step towards genuine disarma¬ 
ments.
